SENATOR COCKRELL. 

The Carrollton Democrat hears ‘“‘mutterings 
of mysterious combinations being formed for 
defeating the re-election of Senator Cooxk- 
RELL,” and it reiterates its prediction that he 
will be re-elected in spite of all adverse com- 
binations, for reasons which it sums upas 
follows: 

Senator Cocks splendid work in the Senate, 
hig pains taking and industrious devotion to duty, 
witha public character that is positively unassail- 
able, have so entrenched him in the confidence and 
affections of the people of Missouri that they 
are unwilling to swap horses just at this juncture. 

It all depends on the inducement whether the 
people of Missouri will swap horses or not. 
They have not been dazzled by the alleged

from the offices and emoluments that have ac- 
crued to his relations, his two terms in the Sen- 
ate have utterly failed to attract public atten- 
tion.

Intellectually he is not a luminous man, and the 
courage he displayed in battle has apparently 
deserted him in political affairs. He has 
simply trailed along after the majority of his 
party and otherwise contented himself with 
the role of a mousing politician, striving to 
keep himself in position by warily keeping him- 
self out of dangerous committals or scandalous 
involvements. There isin his favor the nega- 
tive plea that he has neither betrayed his party 
nor disgraced himself and his State. A great 
State like Missouri, accustomed to a higher 
standard of representation in the Senate, is 
liable to demand something more than this 
from a Senator asking for a third 
term. But still she is painfully aware 
of her liability to “go further and 
fare worse”—to put in his place a bolder and 
abler man who might be anything but a better 
one. Let us wait and see what is offered be- 
fore we make up our minds not to swap horses 
at this juncture. In the meantime no harm 
can come from inviting offers and obtaining as 
wide a range of selection as the intellect and 
virtue of our population can afford.

HUNTING A TRAIN. 
The Experience of a Citizen Who Wanted 
to Go to Montesano. 
Sr. Louis, August 10, 1885. 
To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There is without doubt no prettier place within 
thirty miles of St. Louis than Montesano to spend 
a few pleasant heurs; but, thanks to the efficiency 
of our railroad officiais, you can have but forty-one 
minutes to stay, or are obliged to remain there al! 
night, unless you can take an earlier train than the 
Arcadia accommodation, which leaves the Iron 
Mountain Depot, Fourth and Chouteau avenue, at 
4:30 p. m. 

While my experience of last Saturday may not 
be of interest to the general public, an account of 
it may reach the eye of some higher officials of 
the road, or perhaps the proprietor of the hotel at 
Montesano. 

Last summer the accommodation train which 
eft the Barracks at 10:30 p. m. on Saturday was 
run down to Montesano, which gave all those peo- 
ple whe could not spend a whole day at the place 
an opportunity of spending at least five hours and 
a balf there, by leaving the city at 4:30 and, return- 
ing, reach here again about 11 or 11:15. 

In the early part of July I went to the agent 
of the Iron Mountain Road, whose ticket office 
ia on Fourth street, and asked him whether 
the 10:30 Montesano train had been resumed this 
summer. 

He stated that “if it had he knew nothing of it.“ 
I let the matter rest, and thinking that last Satur- 
day would be a pretiy afternoon to spend at 
Montesano, I again went te our Fourth street agent 
and he told me again that he knew nothing of it, 
and that they were seldom, if ever, posted in regard 
to any of the changes op the suburban time card, 

ne referred me to a Wm. Kerrigan, superin- 
ent, at Fourth and Chouteau avenue. 

Saturday morning I sent a responsible party to 
Fourth and Chouteau avenue and requested him to 
get me the desired information, and he: was told 
that the 10:80 Barracks train did run to Montesano 
on Saturday evening, and. on that supposition, at 
4:10 p. m. Saturday I reached the depot. Being 
obliged to return to the city the same evening, I 
thought that “discretion was the better part of 
valor,” and before I went I would be gure I could 
return. 

My first query was to the young lady ticket agent, 
who informed me that she knew nothing of the 
10:80 train; if it did run to Montesano she didn't 
know it.“ I then interviewed Mr. Wm. Kerrigan, 
who also told me be didn't know anything about it; 
if it bad been resumed,it bad been done in his 
absence and he could not tell me until 5:30. The 
train I wanted to take left at 4:30. My next man 
was the gatekeeper, who knew nothing at all, 
about as much as all gatekeepers know. Almost dis- 
couraged, I saw the conductor uf the Arcadia accom- 
modation train, who ready was not expected to 
know anything about it, and he informed me that 
he had seen a notice posted upon the 
office in regard to the train, and that he was sure 
thet the train had been resumed this summer, but 
whether it had been discontinued be could not say. 
He then told me to wait untii the Carondelet train 
arrived, which would be at 4:80, and the oon ductor 
would be able to give me the desired information. 

On arrival of the train I saw the conductor, and

Pacifie Mail's Action. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Jay Gould, Russell Sage and ©. P. Huntington, 
who are understood to control the Pacific Mail 
Company, are just now engaged in the pleasant 
enterprise of trying how much the American peo- 
ple will stand. By their orders the agents of the 
Pacific Mail yesterday refused to carry the mails to 
Nicaragua, Guatemala, Panama and South Amer- 
ica, though the Postmaster offered to send à clerk 
with them to see te their distribution and to pay 
the clerk's passage. The officers of the steamer 
actually refused to allow the mails to he put on 
board. 

No unbiased person will say that the offer which 
the Postmaster-General made to the company was 
unfair. He offered to give them the whole inland 
and sea postage—three times as much as they have 
been satisfied with during the past twelve years— 
ana 63 per cent more than Eagland pays for the 
transportation of her mails. But the very fact of 
his making so liberal an offer in reply to their inso- 
lent threats seems to have satisfied the steamship 
people that they would succeed in bulldozing him 
if they persevered in their policy, They have now 
fulfilled their threat. They have refused to carry 
the United States mails, for which the Postmaster 
Genera! offered to pay them at the rate of $32 a 
ton, though they are glad to get merchandise to 
carry at $7 a ton. And now the question arises, 
What remedy have the people against so high- 
handed an outrage? 

We presume that as common carriers the Pacific 
steamers are bound to receive freight which is 
offered them, unless it be explosive or otherwise 
opjectionabie on the ground of the safety of the 
ships, and that where they refuse se to do they are 
liable for all damages. It would seem that every 
merchant and every citizen who can show that he 
has been injured by the action of the Colima on 
Saturday can recover damages to the full amount 
from the company. The Government surely must 
have some rights also. A corporation which uses 
its corporate powers for the injury of the commer- 
cial interests of the country has no right to exist. 
It would seem to be proper that the Attorney- 
General should take stops to have its charter 
revoked and the company dissolved. The principle 
is well settled that no corporation can be suffered 
to live which uses the powers with which the people 
clothed it for the undoing of the people. This 
is precisely what the Pacific Mail Company has 
done. 


Unprotected Laborers. 
From the Boston Herald. 

One of the main arguments of the champions of 
the so-called protective system is that a higb tariff 
secures to American workingmen higher wages 
than are paid in Europe, or than could be main- 
tained here without the duties. The fact that 
wages are higher here is as grateful to free traders 
as to anybody else, for they share in the prosperity 
that comes to all when labor has abundant 
occupation and good pay. But that the difference 
in wages is net due to the tariff is proved by the 
fact that the rate bas always been higher here 
than in the old world, and relatively as much 
higher under low tariffeas under high ones. The 
controlling fact has been, and is, that we have 
bere a great new ceuntry still in the process of its 
natural development; that population over much 
of the wide territory is still sparse; and that, con- 
sequently, labor has been in greater demand, thus 
increasing its pay. If the tariff were abolished to- 
morrow, wages would .be much higher here than 
they are in the old wofid, in all industries that are 
natural and needed here. The nearest approach to 
‘pauper wages” in this country is in the highly 
protected industries of coaland iron mining. The 
greatest difference in wages, as a rule, is in the 
industries that are not protected. Our cqpsuls 
abroad sent home last year reports of the average 
rate of weekly wages in a number of these trades 
aud occupations. Some of them compare as fol- 
lows: Bricklayers—Engiand, $7 56; Germany, 
$4 21; France, $5 24; the United States, New York 
$20. Chicago $24. Other trades compare in the 
same countries and the same orderas follows: 
Carpenter, 7 60, 84 11, $624, $14; tailor, $7 40, 
$3 41, $5 02, $14; blacksmith, $7 87, $4, $5 80, $13; 
printer, $7 17, $5 12, $6 64, $18 Other unpro- 
tected trades show the same proportion. It will be 
observed that the highest wages abroad in these 
occupations are paid in free trade England, while 
the countries that have reserted to protection pay 
only from a third toa half as much as thesame 
labor commands here. 


Garibaldi on Grant. 
From the Boston Globe. 

The following letter, heretefore unpublished, is a 
valuable addition te the daily increasing tributes of 
admiration to the memory of Grant. It was written 
by the hermit of Caprera to Colonel Paolo Bovi 
Campeggi, one of the most valiant patriots of the 
Garibaldian epoch, who was crippled for life at the 
siege of Rome in 1849, and who afterward passed 
many years of exile in company with his leader 
both in America and Africa: 

CapRera, May 25, 1865. 

Mr Deak Bor—Strange as it may seem, I have 
but just learned, and almost simultaneously, of the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoin and the termina- 
tion of the internecine war between the Northern 
and Southern States of the Union. 

Grant and Lincoln! The one, Lincoln, the mind, 
the inkeritor of Christian thought and Brown's 
doctrines, the man who elevated an entire race to 
the niveau of civilization, who struck off the chains 
from slavery’s back and gave the death blow to 
selfishness and inequality. The ether. Grant, the 
indomitable and fearless soldier, the victor of Vicks- 
burg, of Spottsylvania and of Cold Harbor. The 
man who at the court house of Appomattor, on the 
9th of April, said, with outstretched hand, as’ 
though addressing a brother, and not as a conqueror 
to a vanquished foe: Tou shall keep your horses. 
You will need them for seed time.” To my mind 
the union of these two Titans is a magnificent spec- 
acle, and one which North America alone could 
afford. On the pages of history this epoch will be 
chronicled in characters of gold. AndIsay fear- 
lessly that it is a spectacle which Republican insti- 
tutions alone could produce. It would be a meet 
and proper thing for liberal Italy to show some 
sign of the sisterhood existing between them, and 
no moment could be more suitable than now, when 
there is weeping for Lincoln and rejoicing in Grant.

How President Cleveland Reoetved 
the Delegation of Bullock Barons, as 
Related by One of Them—What the 
Cattlemen Will Do. 


“The delegation of cattlomen who represented 
the holders of leased lands in the Indian Nation 
are hot the least displeased at their reception in 
Washington by the President and the members of 
his Cabinet,” anid Major C. ©. Rainwater to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter this morning, On 
the gontrary we were treated in a cordial 
and courteous manner in all quarters and have 
every reason to be satisfied with the result of our 
mission. Of course, we did not expect that the 
President would alter his order affecting the leases; 
we didu't go to Washington with that idea. All we 
asked was additional time in which to move our 
cattle. We succeeded so far that President Clevé- 
land assured us of his desire to assist us in every 
way consistent with his duty and policy 
by extending the time. in special cases 
whenever it became evident that a faithful effort 
was being made to comply with his order, We 
called on all of the Cabinet Ministers and on Gen- 
eral Sheridan. The General, I am satisfied, has 
been perfectly honest in the matter of the leases 
from the beginning, and is perfectly free from 

judice either way. Ido taink, hawever, that

received from persons whose interests were jaimical 
to those of the cattle men and that but very few of 
us had an opportunity to present our side of the 
case.

The President and 
Gen. Sheridan are of the opinion that the Indian out- 
breaks are due ina measure to dissatisfaction with 
the presence of the cattlemen on their reservations. 
Tue President is apprehensive of trouble with the 
Indians on that account, and hence his desire to re- 
move all cause for difficulty. I teel quite positive 
that cattlemen on other reservations will de treated 
just as we were should alike cause exist for the 
issuing of an order.
